THE Vale Council has congratulated stu¬ 
dents across the Vale on the A and AS- 
Level results, with more than a quarter 
of youngsters achieving an A* or A 
grade. 

Local pupils also performed above the 
Welsh average. 

The cabinet member for children’s servic¬ 
es, Conn Chris Elmore, said: “Once again, 
young people across the Vale have shown 
what can be achieved with hard work and 
dedication. 

“This year’s results are very encouraging. 
The Vale Council is determined that all our 
children and young people should receive the 
finest quality of education, in order to fulfil 
their true potential. 

“Congratulations to the students, teaching 
staff and parents. Whatever their plans for 
the future, whether they are off to university 
or entering the world of work, I wish all our 
students the very best of luck.” 

In the A-Levels, compared to last year, the 
number of pupils achieving A* increased by 1 
per cent, rising to 6.6 per cent. 

More than a quarter of pupils gained an 
A* or A grade, which is 2.8 per cent above 
the Welsh average. 

Overall, 97.8 per cent of all entries resulted 
in a pass, which is 0.7 per cent higher than 
last year and 0.2 per cent above the Welsh 
average. 

The number of entries has also increased 
by 62 from 1,505 last year to 1,567 this year. 

In the AS Levels, compared to last year, 
there was an increase of 4.4 per cent in pupils 
achieving an A grade. This was 2.4 per cent 
above the Welsh average. 

There was a 7.3 per cent increase in pupils 
who have achieved A - C grades. 

Overall, 90.7 per cent of all entries resulted 
in a pass - an increase of 5.1 per cent com¬ 
pared to last year and 4.5 per cent above the 
Welsh average.

O VER the last 
few weeks, 
there have 
been a number of 
letters in The GEM, 
raising points that I 
had made previous¬ 
ly in this newspa¬ 
per. I hope you will 
allow me the oppor¬ 
tunity to reply. 

I am more than happy 
to underline that the Vale 
is being short-changed 
by the Welsh 
Government. Why 
should Cardiff receive 
£202 more per person 
than the Vale and why is 
Bridgend £226 better off 
per person? 

Equality would give 
us an additional £25m a 
year. 

I agree with a letter 
writer that this is a mat¬ 
ter for the Welsh 
Government; but still, I 
surely have an obligation 
to point out injustices 
and to fight in the inter¬ 
ests of constituents? 

I hope people will 
sign the online petition 
that is on my website to 
send a message to the 
Welsh Government. 

Another letter writer 
questioned why I was 
acting over the danger¬ 
ous railings on Dock 
View Road, Barry. I 
was even accused of 
removing a plastic hur¬ 
dle. 

They are missing the 
point. There is a gap 
between the pavement 
and railings on the rail¬ 


way bank that a child 
can fall through - onto 
the railway line. 

I first raised this with 
the authority last 
December, and the situa¬ 
tion still hasn’t been 
resolved. The situation 
is dangerous and wholly 
unacceptable. 

I was asked to help 
because the local author¬ 
ity and councillors had¬ 
n’t. Naturally, I make 
no apology for this. 

Finally, another politi¬ 
cal opponent criticised 
my previous column on 
benefit reform. This has 
been long overdue. 

We need to help and 
protect the most vulnera¬ 
ble - but surely, if some¬ 
one can conduct some 
form of work with help, 
they should be expected 
do so? 

It was wrong to aban¬ 
don people on benefits 
for the rest of their lives 
- wrong for those indi¬ 
viduals and their fami¬ 
lies and wrong for the 
taxpayer. More than 75 
per cent of people in 
some surveys have sup¬ 
ported change. 

Naturally, I will con¬ 
tinue to champion local 
and national issues that 
are important to con¬ 
stituents and will not 
apologise for standing 
up for justice from the 
UK Government, Welsh 
Government or local 
authority, wherever the 
responsibility lies.

Plan for 79 homes 
on Primrose Hill 


A PLAN to build 79 
new homes - with 
about 48 earmarked 
as affordable hous¬ 
ing for rent or pur¬ 
chase - has been 
proposed for 

Primrose Hill, just 
outside Cowbridge, 
writes PHILIP 
IRWIN. 

The proposal has been 
made jointly by the 
United Welsh Housing 
Association and Charles 
Church, a premium 
building company that is 
part of the Persimmon 
Group, and the plan was 
submitted to the Vale 
Council earlier this 
month. 

Charles Church will 
build the 31 homes 
intended for the open 
market. 

The site is on the right 
as people leave 
Cowbridge, and is in the 
two fields immediately 
before the ‘Roman 
Road’. It spreads over 
four hectares (nine 
acres). 

A company 

spokesman said that the 
goal was to build housing 
in the Cowbridge area 
that will be within the 
means of local people 
and their families. 

He said: “Uniquely, 
new houses will now be 


within financial reach.” 

Richard Mann, the 
director of development 
at United Welsh said: 
“This is a fantastic 
opportunity to provide 
much-needed affordable 
homes in the Vale. 

“We are confident that 
this partnership will 
deliver a development 
that adds real value to the 
community.” 

United Welsh and 
Charles Church’s plan¬ 
ning consultant, Geraint 
John, said: “The pro¬ 
posed development will 
help meet a huge short¬ 
fall in housing numbers. 

“The applicant has 
selected the site on 
Primrose Hill for its sus¬ 
tainable location and 
environmental suitabili¬ 
ty. A raft of consultants 
have undertaken an in- 
depth analysis of every 
issue, to ensure that the 
development comple¬ 
ments its setting. 

“This has resulted in a 
master plan which fully 
blends with the site’s 
topography and retains 
virtually every tree and 
hedgerow.” 

United Welsh is taking 
a “new homes for all” 
approach, and the pro¬ 
posed plans detail a wide 
range of homes both for 
rent and purchase. 

It says the develop¬ 
ment will help first-time 


buyers who wish to pur¬ 
chase on a shared equity 
basis, those looking to 
buy on the open market, 
and those looking for a 
range of options to rent. 

The housing associa¬ 
tion will discuss the 
option of a local lettings 
policy with the Vale 
Council - the aim being 
to create a rental process 
that benefits the commu¬ 
nity and addresses hous¬ 
ing need within the area. 

The land is owned by 
local businessman, Mike 
Cuddy, who was 
approached by United 
Welsh. 

Geraint John said: 
“Mr Cuddy was delight¬ 
ed to have the opportuni¬ 
ty to give something 
back to the community in 
which he lives. 

“He is keen to support 
innovative proposals 
such as this, especially if 
it leaves a legacy that 
brings a better balance of 
housing to the town”. 

United Welsh and 
Charles Church believe 
that in helping local peo¬ 
ple onto the property lad¬ 
der, residential sales will 
be stimulated throughout 
the rest of Cowbridge - 
something will benefit 
the whole community. 

Glyn Mabey, the 
regional chairman for 
Persimmon Homes 
Wales, told The GEM: 


“We were approached by 
some local people who 
had identified that the 
land in question had 
some development 
potential, and specifical¬ 
ly that there was a high 
demand for new homes 
in Cowbridge and partic¬ 
ularly for affordable 
homes for local people. 

“Not only would this 
development bring much 
needed new homes to the 
area, which has very little 
new supply of homes, it 
will also bring extra jobs 
to the area.”

Reader’s memories 
of Gileston school 
camp, 77 years ago! 


YOUR report on the 
Vale’s best kept vil¬ 
lage, Gileston (The 
GEM, August 1) 
brought back happy 
memories of 
Gileston school 
camp down by the 
sea 77 years ago. 

During the 

Depression, boys from 
Glamorgan and 
Monmouthshire schools 
attended the camp for a 
fortnight, for sea air, 
good food, and outdoor 
activities. 

In the summer of 
1936,1 attended the 
camp with a small party 
of boys from 
Griffithstown 
Elementary school in the 
Pontypool area. The 
teacher in charge, Mr 
HH Thomas, wrote sev¬ 
eral books on preparing 
for the Grammar School 
entrance examination, 
incorporating English, 
arithmetic and intelli¬ 
gence tests. 

At the time, these 
books were widely used 
by teachers in Wales and 
England. 

The food at Gileston 
school camp was plain, 
wholesome and appetis¬ 
ing, served up on well 
scrubbed wooden tables. 
No formica in those 
days, and given the eat¬ 
ing habits of hungry 
boys, certainly not on 
tablecloths. 

There used to be 
morning assembly taken 
daily by a man who had 
the bearing of an experi¬ 
enced headmaster. He 
would outline what was 
required of the boys, 
particularly concerning 
domestic arrangements. 


as well as the pro¬ 
gramme for the day. 

He would sometimes 
read out the ‘Riot Act’, if 
there was a hint of any 
misbehaviour within the 
camp. 

It was good for boys 
who had never before 
been away from home, to 
meet boys and teachers 
from other schools in 
areas like the Rhondda. 

One evening, a few of 
us ventured beyond the 
camp perimeter, and 
came across a large 
tract of open ground 
where building founda¬ 
tions were being laid. 

One boy claimed he 
had heard an aerodrome 
was being built, as we 
might go to war against 
Germany. Unknown to 
us then, we had 
observed the very begin¬ 
ning of what was to be 
RAE St Athan. 

On arrival at Gileston 
camp, we were told we 
were required to keep a 
diary throughout the 
fortnight. As there were 
many boys attending the 
camp, it came as a 
pleasant surprise on the 
day of our departure, 
that I had been awarded 
first prize for the best 
kept diary.

MP hits out at bus service cuts 


THE local MP, Alun 
Cairns, said this week that 
he has been “inundated by 
complaints from residents 
about cuts to bus services.” 

“Elderly residents are unable to 
get to hospital appointments; and 
constituents have reported that 
they are unable to get to work and 
have to consider leaving work as it 
is not financial viable for them to 
pay taxis or buy a car (if they 
drive),” he maintained. 

The MP met local bus contrac¬ 
tors in April who had stated that 
the current level of subsidy they 
receive from the Vale Council 
wouldn’t allow them to provide a 
service from this summer 
onwards, “on a like-for-like 
basis”, in future. 

Mr Cairns has called on the 
local authority to “prioritise budg¬ 
ets” to help support local bus serv¬ 
ices. 

He stated: “As medical services 


are being centralised, bus services 
are even more important. 

“The service between Llantwit 
and Barry is essential and key to 
access the hospitals in Llandough 
and the Heath in Cardiff. 

“Bus routes X99 and 95 to 
Barry Island have also changed 
their routes, and elderly residents 
have contacted me to say they can 
no longer get to their local shops 
and amenities.” 

He argued: “The background is 
the cut to the Bus Operating Grant 
(BUSOG) provided by the Welsh 
Government, which subsidises the 
routes. The all-Wales concession¬ 
ary fares scheme is administered 
by local authorities and they, in 
turn, are reimbursed by the Welsh 
Government. 

“I don’t understand why the 
Welsh Government has cut the bus 
operating grant so much more than 
in England. I have raised the mat¬ 
ter with the Welsh Government 
but it seems that they are not going 


to change their plans. In the same 
year as £52 million has been spent 
on an airport, the Welsh 
Government need to understand 
that some of the most vulnerable 
people use bus services for essen¬ 
tial purposes. 

“I have raised the matter with 
the Vale Council, who have the 
powers to support routes directly. 
The leader of the council advised 
me some months ago that they 
were going to review all their bus 
routes and the levels of support 
over the summer. 

“I’m yet to hear about the date 
for a review and would urge local 
residents to contribute their views 
once the review is published. 

“Many Vale residents rely on 
the bus service for daily essentials 
- shopping, health appointments 
and of course travelling to work. 
The council needs to prioritise the 
same level of funding to continue 
a service with bus operators on a 
like-for-like basis.”

1940s kitchen - in time 
for Wartime Weekend! 


WITH only two 
weeks to go until the 
annual Barry 
Wartime Weekend 
event, Barry at War

MORE PASSENGERS 
AT CARDIFF AIRPORT 


FIGURES released by the 
Civil Aviation Authority 
(CAA) show Cardiff 
Airport passenger numbers 
have grown by 6 per cent, 
totalling 134,173 in July 
compared to the same 
month last year. 

This follows 9 per cent growth 
in May and 10 per cent growth in 
June, making an average growth 
of 8.3 per cent for the three 
months. 

“The rolling year comparison 
shows passenger numbers rising 
over the million passenger mark to 
1,016,603 for the period August 


2012 to July 2013. August has also 
started well with the first week 
recording an increase of 17% over 
the same week in 2012,” an airport 
spokesperson said. 

The airlines which showed the 
strongest growth were Vueling, 
Air Malta, and Aer Lingus. The 
increased schedule introduced by 
Vueling shows passenger growth 
soaring over 2012 due to the new 
three times a week service to 
Malaga and Alicante. Barcelona 
also proved popular increasing 
over the same time last year. 

Commenting on the figures, Jon 
Horne, Chief Executive of Cardiff 
Airport said: “This is really posi¬ 
tive news and it is great to see pas¬ 


senger numbers growing once 
again. It is a relatively small start, 
but we are confident there is a 
trend established and the begin¬ 
ning of our strategy to win back 
those passengers that have been 
lost to Bristol and other airports in 
England. 

“The challenge for us is 
straightforward, if we bring back 
the choice of flights, people will 
choose Cardiff again and this is 
what is happening. The point has 
been proved by Vueling, whose 
capacity has increased by 97% in 
2013 compared to last year, and 
people are responding to that 
choice.”

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Comic book film is great, 

BUT NOT FOR MORAL GUARDIANS! 


W HILE the 
superhero 
genre con¬ 
tinues to go from 
strength to 
strength, it was 
given a well-placed 
blow to the unmen¬ 
tionables by 2010’s 
Kick Ass, 

Taking the genre and 
running it through the 
everyday world, it was 
action packed, realistic 
and witty as hell, mak¬ 
ing the odds of a sequel 
very high. 

In Kick Ass 2 (again 
adapted from Mark 
Millar and John Romita 
Jr’s comic book series), 
we meet up again with 
Kick Ass (Aaron Taylor 
Johnson), whose actions 
have inspired many 
other costumed crime 
fighters. 

When he joins up 
with a group led by 
Colonel Stars and 
Stripes (Jim Carrey), the 


blowing level of vio¬ 
lence and (even worse) 
an 11-year-old girl hurl¬ 
ing expletives while 
murdering nameless 
henchmen, the film was 
criticised and pilloried. 

This time around, one

A unique engine 
gets up steam for 
Wartime Weekend 


A UNIQUF 

Fdwardian Steam 
Railmotor will help 
to take the Barry 
Tourist Railway 
back to the glorious 
days of steam for 
this year’s Barry 
Wartime Weekend 
(August 31 to 
September 1). 

John Buxton, director 
of the Barry Tourist 
Railway Railway 
explains: “Built by the 
Great Western Railway 
in 1908, the steam- 
motor was unusual in 
that it was a very long 
carriage with a steam 
locomotive built within 
the coach body. 

“This was innovative 
for the time, and this 
historically significant 
train is the fore-runner 
of all modern trains. 

“The Railmotor 
improved operating 
flexibility and allowed 
more train services to be 
run compared to having 
a separate locomotive. 
This unique train sur¬ 
vived because when the 
steam power bogie 
became life expired in 
1935, the Great Western 
Railway converted the 


Railmotor into a coach. 

“Fastidiously re-built, 
this amazing vehicle 
was restored in 2011 
with the help of the 
Heritage Lottery Fund. 
Original-type seats were 
found in Australia for 
the vehicle, and these 
make travelling on the 
train just like stepping 
back 80 years. 

“It is the only Steam 
Railmotor in the country 
and will give passengers 
a true insight into travel 
on the south Wales net¬ 
work many decades 
ago.” 

The Barry Tourist 
Railway will again be 
evacuating school chil¬ 
dren to the safety of 
Barry Island, in a re¬ 
enactment of the 

wartime evacuations. 

Event organiser Ade 
Pitman explained: “At 
the beginning of the 
Second World War 

Britain expected imme¬ 
diate air raids on the 
cities by Nazi bombers. 
Families were encour¬ 
aged to evacuate their 
children to the safety of 
the countryside; and 
many children left 

English cities for rural 
Wales. 

“Some children saw 


this as a holiday, but for 
others it was a traumatic 
experience. 

“When the air raids 
didn’t appear many chil¬ 
dren returned home, 
only to find themselves 
back in cities that were 
soon under assault by 
nightly air raids. My 
own mother and her 
family evacuated to 
Devon during the 

Cardiff Blitz.”

A little adventure in 
‘stunning’ mid-Wales 


RECENTLY, the group were 
treated to two very different 
but delightful walks, one 
mountainous the other coastal, 
and the weather stayed fine. 

Barrie’s walk began from 
Glasbury on the border between 
Breconshire and Radnorshire where 
the village is separated into two 
halves by the River Wye, and begin¬ 
ning from St Peter’s Church, fields 
and meadows led to Tregoyd House 
once owned by Lord Hereford.

GWENT LEVELS 

Viv and Val, and dogs Mutley and 
Dougie, took their group to the 
Gwent Levels, where much of the 
land has been reclaimed from the sea 
over the years and is drained by a 
series of ditches, reens and gouts all 
behind the shelter of a sea wall. 

The misty rain soon cleared to 
warm sunshine. They enjoyed having 
an impromptu tour around St Mary 
Magdalene Church at Goldcliff cour¬ 
tesy of a church member. 

Next, they crossed fields contain¬ 
ing some of the many footbridges in 


the area, arriving in Whitson and 
passing St Mary’s Church with its 
unusual shaped tower and admiring 
the medieval narrow strip field sys¬ 
tem behind the houses that are set 
back from the road.

'EU jobs loss is 
scaremongering’ 


N OW we have an 
MEP telling us 
the benefits of 
staying in Europe 
(GEM Letters, recent¬ 
ly), but I would like to 
take up one small 
point. 

He gave us some 
good news, that he was 
able to negotiate an 
increase in funding for 
Wales, including £300m 
in regional funds. He is 
correct, but this money 
is for the next six years, 
and it is a cut in funding 
by £75m.

We would be getting 


this money no matter 
which Welsh MEP was 
in Europe. We are a 
poor country and we 
have had European 
money since 2000. 

This is the third 
tranche and we still need 
it. Does that mean in 13 
years we have achieved 
nothing? 

Carwyn Jones AM 
said he was “disappoint¬ 
ed the overall EU budget 
fails to deliver the scale 
of investment needed to 
stimulate growth and 
jobs.” 

If he is disappointed, 
how does he think we 
feel? Also the 150,000 
jobs in Wales put at risk 
if we leave the EU is 


just scaremongering, 
since we import more 
than we export to the EU 
(this is according to the 
National Institute of 
Economic and Social 
Research). 

We do not have a 
strong voice in Europe, 
so don’t be fooled by the 
spin. We are one third 
part of the UK, which is 
3.57 per cent of the EU, 
making our strong voice 
1.19 per cent. 

Politicians have too 
much to lose if we leave, 
that is why they want to 
panic us into staying. We 
just want our country 
back.

‘Fve seen the flaws 
in EU investment’ 


I N response to the letter 
from MEP Derek Vaughan 
in last week’s GEM, I 
would point out the latest 
Treasury figures show the UK 
is currently a net payer to the 
EU of £12.5 billion annually, 
expected to rise to £20 billion! 

If that money was shared among 
the regions, could it not be a fact that 
the universities, rural funds etc would 
actually be better funded? 

Whilst working as a private sector 
facilitator, the companies mentioned 
by Mr Vaughan, said the reasons for 
locating in Wales were historical, the 
high quality of the workforce, geo¬ 
graphical, and the assistance of the 
Welsh Office. 

In these days of global migration of 
industrial industries, the major factor 
is labour cost and quality of labour. 

The EU only represented part of 
their market. Therefore the EU is of 
minor consideration. 

Whilst working with European 
Eunding, the biggest problem was the 
inbuilt distrust of SMEs trying to 


access European grants by the secre¬ 
tariats at all levels and the bureaucrat¬ 
ic inability to respond in a realistic 
time frame. 

In three years, there is no record of 
a small SME being granted European 
Grant anywhere in Wales. 

At the request of the then European 
Commissioner of Wales, I stepped in 
to help with an inward investment 
project that was going to create 70- 
plus jobs. 

Two years later the application was 
still being ping ponged around the 
various European secretariats, and that 
was the ‘fast track’! 

Eventually, using other contacts 
and other sources of financial assis¬ 
tance through the Welsh Assembly, 
the company is setting up in Blaenau 
Gwent. 

Well done in securing £300 million, 
but why so little? How much is tar¬ 
geted at the private sector SMEs? 

That is the sector that creates the 
real jobs.

However, they fail to 
mention that the reason 
for this is the reduction 
by 25 per cent of the 
subsidy given to the 
operator by the council. 

Although children of 
Rhoose attend 
Cowbridge 

Comprehensive School 
by parental choice, it 
must be remembered 
that when the parents 
made the decision to

send their children to 
Cowbridge, the exis¬ 
tence of a bus route 
would have been part of 
the decision-making 
process. 

The Vale Council has 
abandoned these chil¬ 
dren, and is also happy 
for many people who 
live in rural outlying 
villages to become iso¬ 
lated. 

The council will no 
doubt state that its 
scheme ‘Greenlinks’

T here are 
two applica¬ 
tions current¬ 
ly with the planning 
department of the 
Vale Council that 
residents of Barry 
need to be aware of 
and concerned 
with. 

The first is a planning 
application by Taylor 
Wimpey to build 200 
homes on Green Earm, 
which is on the Cwm 
Ciddy side of Weycock 
Cross. 

Anyone who travels 
along Port Road, 
whether you are coming 
from Barry or the west¬ 
ern Vale, knows the con¬ 
gestion that already 
exists at peak times and 
the chaos additional 
houses would bring. 

I would also ask resi¬ 
dents to think of the 
green land that would be 
lost forever once houses 
are built on this land - 
and where does it end? 

I accept that Barry has 
to have its share of new 
houses, as it is the 
largest town in the Vale 
of Glamorgan, but we 
need to be concentrating 
on brown field sites or 
small developments 
within the urban town 
that would not intrude 
on the few green fields 
we have left. 

Think of the environ¬ 
mental impact building 


F ollowing 

the announce¬ 
ment made by 
Cardiff Bus that the 
X91 would no 
longer be serving 
East Aberthaw, 
Rhoose and 
Porthkerry, I con¬ 
tacted the Vale 
Council to seek clar¬ 
ification and to see 
if there was any¬ 
thing the council 
could do. 

It would appear that 
the Cardiff Bus decision 
has been made as a 
result of the introduction 
of the 20-minute sub¬ 
sidised service between 
Cardiff and Cardiff 


on these fields would 
have on the wildlife and 
plants which currently 
live on this land - 
which, incidentally, is 
currently used for agri¬ 
cultural purposes and 
this is how the land is 
categorised. 

In addition, the land

2013/000701/OUT. You 
can send your feedback 
via the Vale of 
Glamorgan Website or in 
writing to the Docks 
Offices. 

The second applica¬ 
tion is what is known as 
a Scoping Opinion and 
this is on Walters Earm 
at Weycock Cross (the 
Hawking Centre side). 

Although this is not a 


Airport. The passengers 
that the X91 used to pick 
up at the airport (or at 
Cardiff for travel to the 
airport) will no longer be 
as many as previously, 
with the result they have 
made a commercial deci¬ 
sion to by-pass Rhoose 
altogether.

The land at Walters 
Earm is also outside the 
settlement boundary of 
Barry and is designated 
as a site of special scien¬ 
tific interest, but also 
backs on to protected 
woodland.

tion.

Tar and chippings cost-effective* 


REFER to the letter 
from Kevin Watts in 
last week’s newspaper 
headlined ^Why tar and 
chip roads?’ 

The tar and chippings which 
Mr Watts makes reference to is a 
surface dressing treatment which 
is applied to the road surface to 
help extend the life of the road. 

It is not a substitute for road 
resurfacing, but an important 
form of highway maintenance to 
help preserve the road surface. 

It is a very cost effective form 
of treatment, which is used suc¬ 
cessfully throughout the rest of 
the UK and Europe. 

As well as extending the life of 
the road, other advantages of sur¬ 
face dressing (tar and chippings) 
include restoring skid resistance, 
which leads to improved safety 
for motorists, and helping to seal 


the road creating a protective bar¬ 
rier between rain and frost which 
protects against potholes. 

Readers can find out more 
about the process of surface 
dressing and its advantages by 
visiting our website www.vale- 
ofglamorgan.gov. uk/surfacedress- 
ing. 

Regarding Cardiff Road: dur¬ 
ing the recent heatwave there was 
an issue with melting tar and loss 
of surface texture on this stretch 
of the road - we recorded a road 
temperature of over 57 degrees 
during this period which is 
extremely unusual. 

As a result, this year we have 
adjusted the grade of bitumen 
which we use in our surface 
dressing treatment so that in 
future the road surface will be 
able to withstand high tempera¬ 
tures such as this. 

The difficulty with getting the 


bitumen mix right for UK roads 
is that it not only needs to with¬ 
stand extreme heat, as this sum¬ 
mer demonstrated, but also 
extreme cold, including snow and 
ice during the winter. 

Our programme of surface 
treatment works has recently fin¬ 
ished; however, Mr Watts will be 
pleased to hear that we are cur¬ 
rently undertaking a schedule of 
resurfacing works on roads in the 
Vale. 

These works are taking place 
every week (weather permitting) 
and we publish full details of the 
roads undergoing resurfacing 
works on our website at 
WWW.valeofglamorgan.gov. uk/cur- 
rentworks.
